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RESULTS  OF  THE  1985  BATH  WARRANT 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Bath 
was  held  March  12,  1985  (Tuesday)  at  the  Bath  Town  Hall. 
The  moderator,  George  C.  Minot  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  10:10  and  read  the  Warrant  in  its  entirety  and 
its  Certification  of  Posting.  Each  Article  of  the 
Warrant  was  read  and  acted  upon  individually.

Raymond  Burton  nominated  Beverly  Woods,  Second- 
ed by  Lester  Presby.  Moderator  said  that  if  there 
were  no  other  nominations,  the  vote  would  be  by 
acclamation.  Motion  carried  and  the  oath  of  office 
was  administered. 

Deputy  Town  Clerk  &  Tax  Collector: 

Moderator  again  explained  that  this  was  an 
appointed  position. 

1  Selectman  for  Three  years: 

Moderator  asked  for  voters  to  bring  forth  their 
ballots  for  Selectman.

Moderator  declared  Nelson  Chamberlin  Selectman 

for  three  years  and  administered  the  oath  of  office.

Jeff  Michealson  nominated  Susan  Rowley,  second- 
ed by  Thomas  Woods.  The  motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed.  Moderator  administered  the  oath  of 
office. 

Susan  Rowley  nominated  Beverly  Shaw,  seconded 
by  Ernest  Roy.  Clerk  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  Beverly  Shaw.  Beverly  Shaw  was  not  present  for 
the  oath. 

Treasurer: 

Ernest  Roy  nominated  Alden  Minot,  seconded  by 
Velma  Ide.  Clerk  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for 
Alden  Minot.  Moderator  administered  the  oath  of 
office. 


Auditor: 

Ernest  Roy  nominated  Floyd  Chase  Jr. ,  seconded  by 
William  Minot.  Clerk  instructed  to  cast  one  vote  for 
Floyd  Chase  Jr.  for  1  year.  Floyd  Chase  was  not  present 
for  the  oath  of  office. 

Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for  three  years: 

Outgoing  trustee  A.  Paul  Stimson  declined  the 
nomination.  Raymond  Burton  nominated  Thomas  Lenkowski, 
seconded  by  Susan  Rowley.  Clerk  instructed  to  cast  1 
ballot  for  Thomas  Lenkowski.  Thomas  Lenkowski  was  not 
present  for  the  oath  of  office. 

Article  2: 

To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents  hereto- 
fore chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Raymond  Burton  made  a  motion  to  accept  reports 
as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  George 
Karner.  At  this  time  the  selectmen  were  asked  to 
explain  the  tax  increases  for  1984.  Much  discussion 
followed.  The  motion  carried  and  the  ayes  pre- 
vailed. 

Article  3: 

To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses, 
for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construction  of  highways  and 
bridges,  for  the  support  of  the  poor;  Town  Library;  for 
Old  Age  Assistance;  for  the  protection  of  the  Public  and 
all  other  necessary  Town  charges  and  expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Ernest  Roy  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  figure 
of  $196,633.10,  seconded  by  Steven  Whitney.  Much 
discussion  followed  with  Donald  Kollisch  wanting  to 
add  $1,140.00  for  White  Mt.  Mental  Health.  This 
was  voted  by  paper  ballot  with  a  total  vote  of  110; 
64-no  and  46-yes.  The  no's  prevailed  and  this 
additional  amendment  was  defeated.  The  ayes  pre- 
vailed on  the  original  motion  to  accept  the  figure 
of  $196,633.10  and  the  motion  carried. 

Moderator  called  for  an  adjournment  at  11:55  and 
invited  everyone  to  the  Church  dinner. 

Moderator  called  the  meeting  back  to  order  at 
sharply  1:10  and  returned  to  Article  4.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deeds. 

Ernest  Roy  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  William  Minot. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

A.  Paul  Stimson  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Raymond  Burton. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  6: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  support  the  Cottage  Hospital. 
Raymond  Burton  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article   as   printed,   seconded  by  George   Karner. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  7: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $574.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  Cottage 
Hospital  Ambulance  Service. 

Alden  Minot  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Shirley  Peters. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  8: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $682.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  North 
Country  Council. 

Raymond  Burton  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Helena  Hymoff. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  9: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,3  3  0.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the 
support  for  the  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency. 

Raymond  Burton  brought  attention  to  page  43  of 
the  Town  Report  regarding  the  12  year  old  organiza- 
tion, and  that  he  had  copies  of  the  annual  report 
available. 

Ernest  Roy  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Raymond  Burton. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.

Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
the  acquisition  of  road  maintenance  equipment  as  author- 
ized in  Chapter  35  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated. 

Ernest  Roy  made  the  motion  to  pass  over  this 
article,  seconded  by  Tom  Sawyer.  Motion  carried  and 
the  ayes  prevailed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $250.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  Commu- 
nity Action  program. 

Raymond  Burton  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Russ  Gover.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  13: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  repair  of  the  Fire 
Department  Pumper. 

Robert  Stewart  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Abby  Brinker. 
Robert  Stewart  gave  a  short  explanation  of  the 
article.   Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $100.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  support 
of  the  Littleton  Hospital. 

Lee  LePouttre  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Ray  Burton.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  15: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  Article  14 
(1984)  which  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$14,740.00  for  installing  a  structural  floor  system  in 
the  Bath-Woodsville  Covered  Bridge.  Said  monies  plus 
interest  to  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  to  reduce 
the  budget. 

Alden  Minot  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  rescind 

the  above  Article,  seconded  by  Ernest  Roy.   Lengthy 

discussion   followed.   Motion   carried   and  the  ayes 

prevailed.

Susan  Rowley 
explained  that  the  additional  request  had  been 
deleted  from  the  original  budget.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Bath 
Village  Covered  Bridge  Rehabilitation  Committee  (estab- 
lished under  Article  18  of  the  1984  Town  Meeting  Warrant) 
to  evaluate  proposals  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Bath 
Village  Covered  Bridge  and  to  present  its  recommendations 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  198  6  Town  Meeting. 

George  Karner  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 

Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Alden  Minot.   Motion 

carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  18: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $400.00  to  enable  the  Bath  Covered  Bridge 
Committee  to  cover  expenses  for  development  of  the  Bridge 
rehabilitation  recommendations. 

George  Karner  made   the  motion  to  accept  the 

article  as  printed,   seconded  by  Andrew  Magrauth. 

Motion   carried   and  the   ayes   prevailed.   George 

Karner  brought   attention  to  the  report  on  pages  4  0 

and  41. 


Article  19: 

To  see  if   the   Town  will   vote   to   authorize  for, 
accept,  and  expend  such  Federal,  State,  or  other  govern- 
mental unit  or  private  source  of  funding  which  becomes 
available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95B. 
Nelson  Chamberlin  began  with  brief  explanation 
of  this  article  and  then  made  the  motion  to  accept 
it  as  printed,   seconded  by  Ernest  Roy.   Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

Article  20: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Town 
Meeting  held  during  the  Evening  (by  Petition) . 

Ernest  Roy  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Harry  Woods. 
Lengthy  and  heated  discussion  followed  pro  and  con 
by  the  voters.  A  motion  was  made  to  have  paper 
ballots.  Total  votes  cast  113,  69-yes  and  44-no. 
Motion  carried.  The  time  of  the  meeting  was  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Selectmen. 

Article  21: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Histori- 
cal Society  for  the  Town  of  Bath.   (By  Petition) 

James  Peters  made  the  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed,  seconded  by  William  Minot. 
James  Peters  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  purpose 
of  the  Historical  Society.  Motion  carried  and  the 
ayes  prevailed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage,  transportation  and 
production  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in  the  town  of  Bath  and  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and 
to  call  upon  Congress  to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public  participation  into 
the  feasibility  and  prudence  of  the  US  Department  of  Energy's  (D.O.E.)  present  plan  to  dispose

THE  BATH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Bath  Volunteer  Fire  Department  (BVFD)  was  involved  in  a  variety  of  activities  during 
1985.  BVFD  has  received  the  strong  support  of  the  Town  of  Bath  for  which  we  are  all 
appreciative.  The  Department  has  been  successful  in  its  recent  recruiting  efforts  and  has  a 
roster  of  14  active  Fire  Fighters.  Training  is  a  key  ingredient  and  will  continue  to  be  stressed  in 
the  furture.  BVFD  by-laws  which  were  introduced  in  1985  require  that  all  fire  fighters  attend 
classes  on  their  own  time  each  year  in  order  to  remain  in  the  Department. 

The  Department  had  its  pumper,  which  is  the  primary  fire  attack  vehicle,  rebuilt  and 
renovated.  This  brings  this  key  piece  of  equipment  back  up  to  "new  truck"  specifications  and  will 
extend  its  useful  life  considerably.  This  work  was  accomplished  at  less  than  the  approved 
budget. 

The  BVFD  is  an  active  participant  in  Twin  State  Mutual  Aid.  This  facility  keeps  the  BVFD  in 
close  working  partnership  with  the  Fire  Departments  in  the  near  by  communities.  As  a  result, 
Bath  is  supported  not  only  with  its  own  apparatus,  but  with  an  additional  13  tank  trucks  and  two 
ladder  trucks  which  are  within  5  minutes  from  the  center  of  Bath. 

As  is  the  practice  of  the  BVFD  each  year,  about  20  Town  residents  were  assisted  in  the 
burning  of  brush  and  fields.  This  practice  significantly  improves  the  chance  that  these  controlled 
burnings  will  be  well  managed  and  stay  under  control.  These  events  also  provide  the  Fire 
Fighters  the  opportunity  to  improve  their  skills  at  handling  forest  fire  situations  if  they  should 
ever  occur. 

A  fire  awareness  program  was  presented  to  the  Bath  Elementary  School  children  by  members 
of  the  BVFD. 

The  BVFD  identified  a  site  for  a  "dry  hydrant",  which  will  be  the  main  source  of  water  in  the 
event  of  a  structure  fire  in  the  center  of  Bath.  This  facility,  which  will  be  operational  in  1986,  is 
located  by  the  Ammonoosuc  River  about  1/8  mile  to  the  west  of  the  center  of  Town  and  will  be 
accessible  by  fire  apparatus  from  Route  302.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires  throughout  our  state  than 
in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but 
only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact  your 
Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call 
your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April 
1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact 
your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT 

In  1985  we  have  continued  to  upgrade  our  gravel  roads.  Thirty-nine  hundred  yards  of  gravel 
have  been  put  on  the  roads  this  year.  We  widened  and  improved  Sargent's  Hill,  the  hill  from  Hill 
Street  to  Fields,  and  have  hauled  large  amounts  of  gravel  for  mud  season  to  Swiftwater  and  West 
Bath.  We  have  continued  to  cut  brush  when  time  allowed  and  hope  to  continue  to  mow  roadsides 
to  keep  brush  from  growing  back. 

Our  tar  roads  continue  to  demand  more  and  more  attention  as  the  loads  hauled  on  them  exceed 
the  tonage  they  were  built  for.  Ditching  has  been  done  on  tar  roads  in  Swiftwater,  West  Bath  and 
Pettyboro,  in  an  effort  to  get  surface  water  off  the  roads. 

Many  culverts  were  replaced  this  year  and  more  are  slated  for  replacement  next  year! 

French  Pond  Road  was  paved  this  year,  which  put  a  heavy  strain  on  the  budget,  as  we  had  not 
planned  on  this  project. 

We  had  to  replace  the  engine  in  the  loader  this  Spring,  which  shows  that  we  must  keep  our 
equipment  up  to  date  to  avoid  excessive  repairs  and  costly  down-time. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  area  Highway  Agents  for  their  help  and  cooperation, 
especially  last  Summer  when  I  was  out  so  long  with  a  back  injury.

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THE  BATH  VILLAGE 
COVERED  BRIDGE  RESTORATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Bath  Village  Covered  Bridge  Rehabilitation  Committee  has  completed  its  review  of 
reports  on  the  condition  of  the  Bath  Covered  Bridge  and  recommendations  to  restore  it  into 
satisfactory  operating  condtion.  The  Committee  recommends  that  Milton  S.  Grayton,  Associates 
be  engaged  to  perform  the  necessary  work  at  a  cost  of  $245,000  plus  $15,000  for  contingencies,  to 
be  financed  by  twenty  year  bonds. 

By  way  of  background,  the  Committee  engaged  Tewksbury  Engineering  Consultants,  Inc.  of 
Concord,  NH  to  review  the  1983  State  report  on  the  condition  of  the  bridge  and  to  provide 
technical  guidance.  They  did  agree  with  the  State  report  and  recommended  that  the  bridge  be 
posted  for  passenger  cars  only  until  the  necessary  repairs  were  completed.  They  estimated  that  it 
would  cost  $170,000  to  $250,000  to  properly  rehabilitate  the  bridge. 

Milton  S.  Grayton  Associates  of  Ashland,  NH  have  submitted  a  fixed  price  bid  of  $245,000  for 
the  complete  rehabilitation  of  the  bridge.  Mr  Grayton  will  restore  the  bridge  to  a  safe  load  limit 
of  twelve  tons  or  more.  A  full  time  crew  will  be  maintained  on  this  project  in  order  to  complete  all 
work  within  two  years. 

The  New  Hampshire  department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  has  also  submitted  a  cost 
estimate  to  rehabilitate  the  bridge  of  $440,000.  The  town  share  of  this  would  be  25%.  This  is  not  a 
fixed  price  proposal  and  is  subject  to  cost  over  runs.  They  will  restore  the  bridge  to  a  safe  load 
limit  of  at  least  six,  but  no  more  than  eight  tons  and  plan  for  the  project  to  be  completed  within 
six  years.  If  higher  priority  needs  come  up  within  the  State,  crews  may  not  be  available  full  time. 

The  Committee  held  a  public  meeting  in  December,  1985  to  allow  the  State  and  Mr.  Grayton  to 
present  their  proposals  to  the  public  and  to  allow  the  residents  of  Bath  an  opportunity  to  ask 
questions.  The  Committee  then  prepared  its  recommendations  to  the  Town  for  consideration  at 
Town  Meeting. 

In  consultation  with  The  North  Country  Council,  the  Committee  recommends  that  funding  for 
this  project  be  generated  through  bonds  which  will  be  paid  over  a  twenty  year  period.  Although 
this  will  result  in  the  payment  of  interest  charges,  it  is  far  better  than  paying  this  sum  directly 
out  of  tax  revenues.  The  cost  of  borrowing  $260,000  (the  cost  of  Grayton's  proposal  plus  a 
contingency  of  $15,000)  over  20  years  will  be  $24,544  per  year  to  the  Town. 

There  are  additional  sources  of  revenue  which  will  be  explored  once  the  project  is  approved  by 
the  Town.  These  include  grants  and  donations  from  governmental  agencies,  philanthropic 
societies,  historic  organizations,  and  private  enterprises.  In  addition,  the  B&M  Railroad  is  being 
sued  for  $70,000  to  cover  damage  to  the  bridge  caused  by  them  in  1979.  All  monies  gained  as  a 
result  of  this  suit  will  be  applied  to  the  restoration  project. 
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PLANNING  BOARD 

At  the  end  of  January  of  this  year,  we  experienced  a  mid-winter  rain  and  thaw  that  resulted  in 
serious  flooding  in  many  areas  of  the  North  Country.  As  rivers  and  streams  broke  up,  ice  cakes 
came  to  rest  at  spots  sometimes  far  removed  from  their  point  of  origin.  Some  ice  damage  was 
suffered  by  the  Bath -Haverhill  covered  bridge,  but  it  cannot  be  determined  until  spring  what 
loss  or  damage  may  have  been  sustained  by  meadows  and  other  stream  side  land. 

This  leads  to  the  fact  that  there  are  forces  and  pressures  that  affect  land  and  its  use.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board  to  plan  for  the  land  use  that  will  be  most  beneficial  to  a 
community  as  a  whole. 

Drainage  ways  demand  a  land  area  that  is  unimpeded  by  man-made  structures  and  is 
adequate  in  size  to  carry  not  only  a  normal  volume  of  water  but  also  the  flood  tide  of  excessive 
rain,  snow-melt  and  ice  break-up.  As  more  land  area  is  covered  with  asphalt  and  roofs,  the 
potential  for  more  serious  flooding  is  increased.  Therefore,  a  certain  amount  of  open  space  and 
forest  land  needs  to  be  retained  and  spared  from  development.  Wet  lands,  such  as  swamps  and 
frog  ponds,  are  a  major  factor  in  controlling  run-off  and  need  to  be  preserved. 

Population  growth  exerts  a  three  fold  pressure  on  land  use.  Obviously,  more  housing  is  needed 
for  expanding  numbers  of  people.  Beyond  that,  however,  is  the  need  to  retain  productive  land  to 
ensure  adequate  food  supplies  for  this  and  future  generations.  The  third  pressure  is  for 
educational  and  employment  opportunities  and  facilities  for  travel  to  and  from  homes  and 
schools  and  work  sites.  To  balance  the  various  needs  is  indeed  a  challenge. 

A  Master  Plan  is  a  document  which  identifies  the  goals  of  a  town  and  provides  a  basis  for 
decision  making.  We  expect  to  be  holding  a  Public  Hearing  on  this  topic  within  the  year. 

You  will  also  be  invited  to  a  Hearing  relative  to  amendments  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
after  they  have  been  reviewed  by  legal  counsel. 

Once  more,  may  we  urge  citizen  involvement  in  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board.  Regular 
meetings  continue  to  be  scheduled  for  the  second  Friday  of  each  month  at  8:00  PM  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office. 
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THE  HAVERHILL  DISTRICT  COURT 

The  Haverhill  District  Court  is  the  local  court  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  provides  for 
the  towns  of  Bath,  Benton,  Haverhill,  Landaff,  Piermont,  and  Warren  It  is  located  in  the 
Municipal  Building  in  Woodsville. 

The  Haverhill  District  Court  has  jurisdiction  over  most  matters  that  occur  in  the  towns  it 
serves,  including  all  offenses  related  to  motor  vehicles,  all  misdemeanors,  and  all  matters 
concerning  the  youngsters  who  live  in  those  towns,  such  as  acts  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  of 
abuse  or  neglect,  and  matters  concerning  children  in  need  of  services.  It  also  hears  petitions  and 
can  offer  relief  in  cases  of  domestic  violence. 

The  Haverhill  District  Court  has  the  power  to  hear  and  decide  any  civil  case  (a  dispute 
between  two  citizens)  involving  not  more  than  $10,000.00  which  does  not  concern  the  title  to  real 
estate.  There  is  also  a  small  claims  division  where  cases  involving  $1,500.00  or  less  can  be 
brought  for  smaller  filing  fees,  using  simplified  forms  provided  by  the  Clerk  of  Court,  and  in 
which  the  hearings  do  not  require  most  legal  formalities  or  technicalities.  Most  small  claims 
cases,  in  fact,  are  conducted  without  the  presence  of  an  attorney.  Hearings  in  such  cases  are 
usually  held  within  30  days  after  the  papers  are  filed.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our  continuing  effort  to 
directly  communicate  with  our  constituents. 

Because  of  current  favorable  cash  status  and  appreciable  fund  balance,  Grafton  County 
maintained  a  level  tax  requirement  this  fiscal  year,  actually  reducing  the  tax  requirement  by 
$200,  and  we  anticipate  an  even  better  tax  climate  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  However,  due  to  the 
apportionment  process  of  tax  assessment  by  equalized  valuation,  some  towns  did  see  a  slight 
increase  in  the  county  portion  of  taxes  for  1985,  though  the  majority  of  towns  realized  a  decrease. 
The  unusual  fund  balance  is  due  to  a  combination  of  factors,  including  unused  surplus  in  the 
previous  budget,  conscientious  budget  management  by  all  departments,  transfer  of  court 
expenses  to  the  State,  increased  Nursing  Home  reimbursements,  favorable  returns  on 
investments,  increased  Register  of  Deeds  revenues  and  continued  Revenue  Sharing. 

Along  with  saving  the  County  approximately  $300,000  in  expenditures  with  the  shift  of 
liability  for  court  activities  to  the  State,  we  also  anticipate  receiving  $100,000+  annually  in  rent 
on  space  occupied  by  the  court  system. 

Grafton  County  is  experiencing  the  same  problems  as  your  local  government  in  the  insurance 
market.  Costs  are  rising  dramatically  and  in  some  cases  insurance  coverage  is  unobtainable.  We 
have  retained  a  consultant  to  review  county  insurance  needs  and  available  coverage  with  the 
hopes  of  procuring  one  total  package.  Because  of  the  current  unstable  insurance  market,  we  do 
not  yet  have  any  report  or  recommendation. 

In  cooperation  with  your  local  government  and  the  State,  we  are  striving  for  a  smooth 
transition  to  the  new  system  of  welfare  service  delivery  under  Senate  Bill  1.  Settlement  for 
assistance  determination  has  been  eliminated  and  towns  and  cities  are  now  liable  for  all  general 
assistance  to  needy  persons  in  their  towns,  including  transients.  However,  liability  for  expenses 
of  all  juvenile  services  and  for  persons  assisted  under  the  categorical  grant  programs  will  now  be 
shared  by  the  State  and  counties,  removing  town  liability.  Under  Senate  Bill  1  and  the  ensuing 
partnership  between  counties  and  the  State  Department  of  Children  &  Youth  Services,  the 
Commissioners  note  a  new  direction  for  juveniles,  including  the  development  of  new  alternative 
programs  to  out  of  home  placements. 

Energy  conservation  programs  at  the  nursing  home  and  courthouse  have  realized  a 
considerable  savings  with  the  decrease  in  fuel  and  electric  consumption,  cutting  consumption 
and  dollar  cost  in  half  for  courthouse  fuel  alone. 

In  our  letter  to  you  in  1983,  we  noted  litigation  in  a  retirement  buy-back  suit  where  a  negative 
decision  would  result  in  cost  of  $70,000  plus  legal  fees  with  a  potential  domino  effect  on  local 
governments.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  County  prevailed  in  this  issue. 

The  Commissioners  have  changed  weekly  meetings  to  Wednesdays.  We  encourage  public 
attendance  at  all  meetings.  The  county  budget  recommendations  are  processed  in  May  and  June. 
We  welcome  input  and  strongly  recommend  public  attendance  at  the  public  hearings  usually 
held  in  June.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North  Country  Council  as  it 
continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North  Country. 

In  Bath,  we  provided  master  planning  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  and  consulted  with  the 
Bath  Covered  Bridge  Committee  on  alternative  engineering  and  financial  options  to  rehabilitate 
the  bridge. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns  on  federal  and  state 
grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well  over  $2.0  million  in  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  funds  come  to  the  region  for  such  activities  as  housing  rehabilitation,  downtown 
revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds,  and  housing  rehabilitation  feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  improvement  in  local 
land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth  in  several  towns 
have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many  forms: 
regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and  assistance  on  a  regular  or 
one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with  the  NH  Municipal 
Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such  topics  as  local  planning  board  procedures, 
administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court  cases  and  state  law 
changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning.  The  Council  also  sponsored  a  separate  Coos  County 
Land  Use  Control  Workshop  which  provided  additional  assistance  to  those  local  officials  in  the 
county.

The  Family  Assistant  program  works  with  parents  to  strengthen  parenting  skills  and  help 
families  with  problems. 

Services  to  the  Town  of  Bath  include:  125  Nursing  visits,  18  Speech  Therapy  visits,  176  Aide 
hours  and  3  Health  Promotions.

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COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  -  VOLUNTEER  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

This  has  been  a  year  of  mixed  reviews  for  the  ambulance  service.  We  did  manage  to  implement 
a  radio  dispatching  system  with  the  cooperation  of  the  nursing  staff  at  Cottage.  As  a  result,  a 
considerable  improvement  in  our  response  time  is  possible.  Also  on  the  improvement  side  are 
efforts  of  the  independent  Woodsville  Rescue  Team  in  outfitting  a  complete  new  rescue  truck 
that  will  go  anywhere  we  go  to  assist  in  extricating  patients  from  difficult  or  hazardous 
situations  including  car  accidents. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  had  some  reversals  this  year.  Our  revenues  have  fallen  as  a  result 
of  increased  difficulty  collecting  fees  from  individuals  and  from  Medicare.  Further,  Medicare 
has  placed  a  moratorium  on  rate  increases  in  order  to  control  their  costs.  Unfortunately,  this 
freeze  does  not  help  to  contain  our  expenses  and  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  a  rate 
increase  now  in  order  to  obtain  a  raise  when  the  moratorium  ends.  Our  rates  for  ambulance 
services  have  been  the  lowest  in  the  region  for  years.  A  base  rate  increase  from  $50.00  to  $70.00 
will  keep  us  at  least  near  the  bottom.  Our  directors  have  tried  to  keep  the  bulk  of  our  revenues 
coming  from  the  users  of  our  service  and  their  insurance  carriers  in  order  to  lower  the  costs  to 
those  towns  that  support  us.  In  keeping  with  that  goal,  we  are  not  asking  for  anything  more  than 
the  level  of  support  that  you  provided  to  your  ambulance  in  1985.  Thank  you.

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MINUTES  -  1985  MEETING 

The  School  Meeting  of  the  Bath  School  District  was  called  to 
order  on  March  13,  1985  at  3:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
Moderator  Erntst  Roy.  The  Warrant  was  read,  also  the  Certificate 
of  Posting  by  the  Moderator.  He  then  declared  the  polls  open  for 
voting  for  School  District  Officers  as  called  for  in  Articles  I 
through  V.  The  Ballot  Clerks  were  Phyllis  Lang,  Karen  Nelson,  and 
Colleen  Kaiser.  The  polls  remained  open  until  8:00  o'clock  at  which 
time  the  Moderator  declared  the  polls  closed  and  voting  suspended  in 
order  that  Article  VI  through  IX  could  be  acted  upon.  The  Warrant 
was  read  again  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  VI.   To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Herbert  Chamberlain,  Jr.  and  seconded  by 
Frederick  Kaiser  to  accept  the  articles  with  regrets  as  printed  in 
the  School  Report  on  page  77  of  the  Annual  Bath  Town  Report.  This 
was  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  an  aye-no  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  VII.   To  hear  any  reports   of  the  School  Board,  Agents, 
Auditor,  Committees,  or  Officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Patricia  Glower  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  Thomas 
Lenkowski  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 
"Steve"  Lackie  questioned  the  amount  paid  by  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Welfare.  This  was  explained  by  Patricia  Glower  and  the  voice  vote 
was  taken,  and  declared  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VIII.   To  see  which  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  stat- 
utory obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenues  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance 
is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Patricia  Glowa  and  seconded  by  Alden 
Minot  that  the  sum  of  $380,986.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the 
purposes  stated  in  this  article. 

Thomas  Lenkowski  questioned   the  amount  listed  for  salaries  of 
teachers  and  asked  how  these  salaries  compared  with  those  in  other 
districts  in  the  area.  Superintendent  Norman  Mullen  answered  this 
question.  Other  speakers  on  the  subject  were  Susan  Rowley,  Richard 
Schulenberg  and  Ellen  Kaiser.  The  Moderator  asked  if  there  was  a 
base  salary  for  area  teachers  to  which  Superintendent  Mullen  replied 
that  there  was  no  set  base  salary. 

Richard  Schulenberg  made  a  motion  to  amen  the  amount  in  the 
original  motion  by  $3,000.00.  This  was  seconded  by  Thomas  Lenkowski. 
Alden  Minot  asked  if  the  amendment  would  include  "for  an  increase 
of  teacher's  salaries."   The  Moderator  explained  that  the  amendment 
could  not  be  "ear  marked"  for  a  special  purpose  but  only  included 
in  the  budget. 

The  voice  aye-no  vote  on  the  amendment  was  declared  affirmative, 
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The  vote  on  the  article  with  the  amount  to  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated as  $383,986.00  was  taken  by  voice  vote  and  was  declared 
affirmative. 

ARTICLE  IX.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

Steve  Locke  spoke  to  the  problem  of  water  in  the  school  basement, 
Herbert  Chamberlain  explained  that  this  is  a  necessary  expense  as 
required  by  the  State. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Moderator  re-opened  the 
polls  for  any  who  wished  to  vote.  Polls  were  declared  closed  at 
8:45p.m.  after  which  the  ballots  were  counted  with  the  following 
results :

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
requires  that  school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total  amount 
paid  to  the  superindendent  and  assistant  superintendent. 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expense  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  Unit  on  the  basis 
of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average 
daily  membership  in  the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending 
June  30.  The  Superintendent  of  S.A.U.  #23  during  the  1985-86  school 
year  will  receive  a  salary  of  $47,383.00  prorated  among  the  several 
school  districts.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  will  receive  a  salary 
of  $36,865.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Bath  School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  Bath  School 
District: 

The  children  of  the  Bath  School  District  are  receiving  the  benefits 
and/or  rewards  of  the  elements  of  a  good  educational  structure  in  this 
village  school.   We  have  an  excellent  teaching  staff,  a  very  good  plant 
and  a  community  that  supports  education  as  a  top  priority.   This  atti- 
tude has  been  reflected  in  good  achievement,  good  attendance  and  a  low 
drop-out  rate  in  the  secondary  schools.   We  have  tried  to  develop  an 
attitude  in  this  district  that  we  want  children  to  want  to  school  and 
not  want  to  leave.   We  are  becoming  better  at  it  with  each  ensuing 
year. 

School  reports, for  the  most  part,  lament  the  lack  of  everything  as 
a  consequence  for  the  plight  of  public  schools.   In  Bath,  we  have  been 
fortunate  to  have  very  good  public  support  for  all  aspects  of  our 
school  programs.   Two  totally  separate  incidents  occurred  during  the 
past  year  which  may  have  both  a  positive  and  negative  impact  on  our 
schools. 

1.  The  Bath  School  District  received  a  bonanza  from  the  state  in 
the  form  of  a  Foundation  Aid  Allottment  for  $15,694.90. 
These  monies  were  returned  to  the  community  to  offset  the  in- 
creases noted  last  spring,  (at  which  time  the  school  budget 
was  increased  at  the  School  District  Meeting) .   It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  this  year's  budget  indicates  a  deficit  of 
$4,431.47  which  is  due  mostly  to  unanticipated  costs  for  tui- 
tion students.   The  school  board  could  have  deducted  this 
amount  from  the  Foundation  Aid  but  choose  to  return  the  money 
at  that  time. 

2.  Gramm  -  Rudman  -  Hollings  budget  deficit  bill.   It  is  not  the 
intent  of  this  writer  to  comment  on  the  negative  or  positive 
aspects  of  this  bill  but  simply  to  indicate  to  the  educational 
community  that  should  the  Supreme  Court  uphold  the  constitu- 
tionality of  this  legislative  measure,  we  had  better  be  pre- 
pared to  absorb  additional  costs  on  a  state  or  local  level, 

or  prepare  to  dismantle  some  programs  that  have  been  in  place 
since  Lydnon  Johnson's  Great  Society. 

This  past  year  the  Bath  School  Board  has  voted  to  participate  in 
the  School  Administrative  Unit  #23  Data  Processing  Service.   In  the 
future  all  school  accounts  will  be  computerized  and  it  will  be  easier 
to  manage  receipts  and  expenditures.   Also,  reports  generated  by  the 
service  will  allow  all  concerned  to  know  instantly  how  our  school 
accounts  are  being  spent. 

Our  school  budget  for  the  1986-87  fiscal  year  shows  some  signif- 
icant increases  in  the  following  areas: 

Teachers'  Salaries:   In  order  to  compete  successfully  with  other 
school  districts  for  recruiting  and,  principally,  to  keep  our 
present  staff,  we  have  granted  a  10%  increase.   This  will  manifest 
itself  in  an  $8,357.00  increase. 

Health  Insurance:   The  teaching  staff  has  been  granted  full  cover- 
age BC/BS  beginning  in  the  1986-87  academic  year. 
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Tuition-in-state:   Reflects  an  increase  of  $15,970.00.   Tuition 
charges  in  the  Haverhill  Cooperative  for  next  year  have  increased 
10%  (lowest  tuition  charges  in  the  area) . 

Special  Education:   In  the  coming  school  year,  the  Bath  School 
District  will  provide  out-of-district  special  education   services 
to  three  young  people.   Two  youngsters  will  attend  the  Multi- 
Handicapped  Regional  Center  at  6,500  per  student  and  one  will  be 
at  the  French  Pond  School.   The  increase  is  $24,000.00 

Food  Services:   This  area  has  been  fully  implemented  in  the  school 
budget  under  the  gross  budgeting  concept.   It  is  no  different  from 
other  years  only  now  we  have  included  everything  in  expenditures 
and  revenues. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  staff,  school  board  and 
voters  for  their  wonderful  support  during  the  past  year.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the 
Bath  School  District. 

I  beleive  that  the  next  few  years  may  be  ones  of  special  concern 
to  the  smaller  school  districts  in  S.A.U.  #23. 

All  of  the  budgets,  with  the  exception  of  Piermont,  are  up  sig- 
nificantly.  There  are  many  different  reasons  for  the  increases  but 
there  is  one  factor  common  to  all  that  should  be  reviewed.   Teacher's 
salaries  for  the  comming  year  have  taken  a  quantum  leap  upward. 
This  was  true  both  nationwide  and  locally.   On  the  wings  of  the 
Presidential  Commission's  recent  evaluation  of  education  in  the 
United  States  came  a  strong  public  awareness  of  the  value  of  education. 
People  are  beginning  to  see  that  job  entry  salaries  for  teachers 
need  to  approximate  those  of  competing  professions  if  we  are  to 
attract  capable  young  people  to  work  in  our  classrooms.   Its  the  old 
adage,  "You  get  what  you  pay  for."  Another  factor  in  the  process  of 
higher  salaries,  is  of  course  stronger  union  activity  in  the  larger 
districts  in  the  S.A.U.   All  of  this  has  raised  the  market  value  of 
classroom  teachers.   Like  it  or  not  the  small  school  districts  are  a 
part  of  that  marketplace.   If  they  do  not  keep  pace  they  risk  turning 
over  their  teaching  staffs.   This  lack  of  continuity  could  seriously 
diminish  the  quality  of  our  classroom  instruction.   There  is  another 
factor    which  could  bear  significantly  on  the  situation.   There  are 
indications  that  our  enrollments  may  be  on  the  rise  again  after  a 
fifteen  year  lull.   If  this  is  so  then  a  mild  teacher  shortage  could 
occur. 

In  light  of  this,  retaining  valued  staff  members  could  be  even 
more  difficult.   I  want  to  avoid  overstating  the  case  but  at  the  same 
time  we  should  be  mindful. 

My  thanks  to  the  School  Board,  Mr.  White  and  his  staff  and  the 
voters  of  Bath  for  their  continued  support.

Immunization  audit  was  done  and  parents  notified  if  their  child 
needed  updating  on  their  shots. 

In  May,  Kindergarten  registration  was  held.
